The  death  of  John  P.  Hale  brings  to  light 
'  a  fact  that  it  was  a  daughter  of  Mr.  Hale 
who  was  engaged  to  Wilkes  Booth,  the  man 
who  shot  President  Lincoln.  In  Booth’s 
j  diary,  which  was  taken  from  his  body,  there 
was  a  picture  of  this  lady.'
